COMMANDANT ADDRESSES 
MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 
ASSOCIATION 


At the annual meeting of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association which was held 
at St. Louis, Mo., recently, Vice Admi- 
ral Russell R. Waesche, Commandant of 
the United States Coast Guard, was one 
of the principal speakers. Addressing 
the assemblage, Vice Admiral Waesche 
outlined the important part being played 
in the war effort by the Mississippi 
River drainage basin through the output 
of its “great mills and factories, farms 
and ranches, and the mines and for- 
ests.” He commented on the “stagger- 
ing quantities of war materials and 
equipment and vast stores of food and 
supplies for the fighting men of the 
United States produced here.” In speak- 
ing of the common interests of the Asso- 
ciation and the Coast Guard, Vice Ad- 
miral Waesche mentioned that “the 
bond which ties the Coast Guard closest 
to this association is our common in- 
terest in the safe and uninterrupted 
movement of traffic on the inland and 
coastal waterways of the Mid-Continent 
area.” 

Other excerpts from Vice 
Waesche’s address follow:

_ Another of these functions is the admin 
istration and enforcement of the laws and 
regulitions gov: rning vessel inspection and 
navigation, including the rules of the road. 
In this capacity we perform duties—formerly 
carried on_by the Bureau of Marine Inspec- 
tion and Navigation of the Department of 
Commerve—relating to the seaworthiness of 
river vessels, the competency of their officers, 
the safety of their boilers, the adequacy of 
their fire fichting, life saving and signalling 
devices and equ'pment, and the manner in 
which the vessels are navigated. 

The importance of our port security and 
marine irs ection functions ‘n this area is 
illustrated by a comparison of the figures on 
“wir fonnage moved on the Mississippi and 
Ch‘o rivers in 1918, and the volume of war 
materia's shipped on those rivers in 1942.

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In 1918 anproximately 5%4 million tons were 
shipped along the Mississippi; last year that 
figure exceeded 22 million tons. On the Ohio 
6% million tons were transported in 1918; 
last year the corresponding figure was well 
over 36 million tons. 

Undoubtedly the figures for this year will 
greatly exceed those for 1942. And there is 
every reason to believe that when the war 
is over the tonnage moved each year will 
continue to be much greater than in the 
years prior to 1941. With this in mind the 
Coast Guard has undertaken a study of the 
laws governing navigation and vessel inspec- 
ion with a view to their modernization. 
These laws are not war-time legislation. 
Most of them have been on the statute books 
for decades, A large number—fashioned to 
regulate the traffic which plied the western 
rive:s 50 years ugo—are no longer adequate 
to regulate and control the tremendous vol- 
ime which now moves in improved vessels 
‘ver a system of waterways navigable for 
15,000 miles. . 

The packet boats and other primitive craft 
for which these laws were designed are a far 
cry from the river vessels of today. In the 
»yid days steel barges of 3,000 tons ¢ayacity 
nd tows of six or more barges with upwards 
of 12,000 tons of mixed cargo aboard were 
iot visualized. The modern tow boat of 
2.200 horsepower which now moves on the 
Mississippi River and its tributaries was not 
dreamed of then, even by the most ardent of 
river enthusiasts. 

The study which I have mentioned is being 
arried on by the Merchant Marine Council 
if the Coast Guard, assisted by its panels 
which are composed of outstanding members 
f all branches of the Maritime Industry. 

One of the panels of the Council is the 
River Panel, all of the members of which 
ure members of this Association. This panel 
knows the problems of river operators and 
shippers. It has helped us in the past to 
verform our administrative and enforcement 
functions in a practical and business-like 
manner, and we are counting upon this panel 
or a large measure of assistance in bring- 
ng the navigation laws up to date. 

In conclusion, I hope that I have demon- 
strated that, notwithstanding the apparent 
dissimilarity be ween the Coast Guard and 
the Mississippi Valley Association, our inter- 
‘sts are in fact mutual in many respects. 
Also, that our unity of interest is not tem- 
Lorary or something created only because of 
the war. With this in mind, I want you to 
know that in the days which lie ahead the 
Coast Guard will cooperate with you fully, 
not only in your efforts to tring the war to 
a prompt and successful conclusion, but also 
in. achieving the post-war agricultural, indus- 
trial, and commercial prosperity which you 
so richly deserve for a job well done. 
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OVER 11,000 NOW ENROLLED 
IN 16 VOLUNTEER PORT 
SECURITY REGIMENTS 


The organization of the 16 Volunteer 
Port Security Forces, which have, al- 
ready been established at ports desig- 
nated by the Commandant of the United 
States Coast Guard, has been moving 
forward rapidly. Already 7,641 volun- 
teers have actually completed their 
training and are now temporary men- 
bers of the Coast Guard Reserve, while 
an additional 3,679 volunteers are un- 
dergoing training at the present time. 
The total strength of the 16 volunteer 
regiments has been fixed at 18,000 men 
and recruiting of new members is going 
forward at a satisfactory rate. 

Volunteers are recruited from men 
who are not likely to be drafted into 
the regular armed forces of the nation. 
This is borne out by the fact that the 
average age of volunteers now enrolled 
is 40. Enrollers are given Coast Guard 
uniforms which they wear only while 
on active duty. Their active duty con- 
sists of at least 12 hours per week, de- 
voted to guarding docks and piers thus 
relieving for sea duty the regular Coast 
Guardsmen normally engaged in these 
duties. Volunteers, as is the case with 
all enrollees in the Témporary Reserve 
of the Coast Guard, serve without pay. 

Of the total membership of the Volun- 
teer Port Security Force, 10 percent are 
women. Women members staff the ad- 
ministrative offices of the Force, perform 
clerical duties, transport male volun- 
teers to their posts of duty, and dis- 
tribute hot lunches to the men on duty. 

The Volunteer Port Security Force is 
now operating in the following ports: 
Philadelphia, Pa., Baltimore, Md., 
Charleston, S. C., Jacksonville, Fla 
Miami, Fla., Port Everglades, Fla., Tam- 
pa, Fla., Mobile, Ala., New Orleans, La., 
Houston, Tex., Galveston, Tex., San 
Juan, P. R., Long Beach, Calif., Los 
Angeles, Calif., San Francisco, Calif., 
Oakland, Calif., Duluth, Minn., and 
Superior, Wis. 


NEW CUTTERS TO BE GIVEN 
SAME NAMES AS THREE 
LOST DURING WAR 


The famous Coast Guard cutter names 
Sebago, Pontchartrain, and Escanaba, 
will be perpetuated in the Service as the 
result of a recent decision so to name 
certain cutters of the 255-foot Owascn 
Class, contracts for the construction of 
which have already been awarded. Cut- 
ters bearing these names have been sunk 
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during the present war, the Sebago and 
Pontchartrain while in the service of 
the British, and the Hscanaba while on 
convoy duty. 

The new cutters will be part of a group 
of 13 cruising cutters known as the 
Owasco Class, 11 of which will be built 
by the Western Pipe and Steel Co. of 
Los Angeles, Calif., with the remaining 
two to be built at the Coast Guard Yard, 
Curtis Bay, Md. The new Sebago, pre- 
viously designated the Wachusett, and 
the Escanaba, previously the Otsego, will 
be built by the Los Angeles company. 
The Pontchartrain, previously the Okee- 
chobee, will be constructed on the Coast 
Guard’s own shipways at the Curtis Bay 
Yard. 

The original Sebago and Pontchar- 
train were 250-foot cruising cutters of 
the Lakes Class which were transferred, 
along with eight other cutters of the 
same class, to the British in 1941, under 
the terms of the Lend-Lease agreement. 
They performed creditably with the 
British and were sunk during the action 
resulting in the capture of Oran at the 
time of the North African invasion. The 
10 cutters of the Lakes Class had a dis- 
placement of 1,979 tons and were built 
during the years 1928 to 1932. 

The original Escanaba, built in 1932, 
was a cruising cutter 165 feet in length 
and displacing 1,005 tons. It sank in 
the North Atlantic last winter follow- 
ing an explosion of undetermined origin. 

The 13 new cruising cutters of the 
Owasco Class will have a length over-all 
of 255 feet, a beam of 43 feet, a draft of 
15 feet, and a displacement of approxi- 
mately 2,000 tons. The ships will have 
turbo electric propulsion, 4,000 horse- 
power being available in each to turn 
a Single screw. They have been designed 
to replace the 10 cutters transferred to 
the British. 


AMENDMENTS TO EMERGENCY 
REGULATIONS COMPILED 
IN TABULAR FORM 


All amendments to the emergency reg- 
ulations for merchant shipping which 
have been issued by the Coast Guard be- 
tween 21 November 1943, and 15 Octo- 
ber 1943, have been arranged in tabular 
form and are included in this issue of 
the Coast Guard Bulletin. These 
amendments apply to the publication 
“Regulations Applicable to Certain Ves- 
els and Shipping During Emergency.” 
In the December 1942 issue of the Coast 
Guard Bulletin, the above regulations 
were published in their entirety. and all 
subsequent changes and amen‘’ments 
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have been published in later issues of 
the Bulletin. The new table contains 
the date the amendments were published 
in the Bulletin and also the date <n 
which they appeared in the Federal 
Register. 


84 PERCENT OF HEADQUARTERS 
MILITARY PERSONNEL HAVE 
ALLOTMENTS FOR BONDS 


A campaign for the securing of allot- 
ments Yor the purchase of War Bonds 
by military personnel just held at Coast 
Guard Headquarters hus resulted in the 
attainment of an 8t percent participa- 
tion, and even this figure is expected 
to be exceeded shortly. Coast Guard 
H2adquirters is now making an excel- 
lent showing in the purchase of War 
Bonds, for 92 percent of the civilian 
employees were already purchasing 
these securities through the pay-roll de- 
duction plan, and cash sales during the 
month in which the recent Third War 
Loan Drive was held totaled more than 
$24.000. F 

Special plans are now being made for 
the celebration of Pearl Harbor Day by 
the sale of War Bonds. Headquarters 
will institute a special drive for the 
week in which that day occurs, when 
all personnel will be urged to make 
whatever additional cash purchases they 
find possible. 


DOG TRAINING ACTIVITIES 
DISCONTINUED TO CON- 
SERVE MANPOWER 


To conserve manpower, the Coast 
Guard is discontinuing its stations for 
the training of dogs and will in the fu- 
ture obtain such animals through Army 
training facilities. The service will 
continue to employ degs in beach patrol 
work since they have proved to be a 
most effective defense measure wher- 
ever they have been used. 

The Coast Guard has maintained dog 
training stations at Elkins Park, Pa., 
and at Hilton Head, S. C. When the 
Service decided to use dogs for patrol 
work, a number of professional and am- 
ateur dog trainers were commissioned 
and enlisted to operate the training sta- 
tion. With the discontinuance of the 
program some of this personnel will be 
transferred to sea duty. while the oth- 
ers will be ass'gned to care for the 
health and efficiency of the dog sentries. 

The use of dogs for beach patrol has 
resulted in the release of many enlisted 
men for other duties, since one man 
accompanied by a dog can patrol an

area more effectively than several men 
without dogs. Coast Guard-dcegs are 
taught to trust no one but the man with 
whom they are working. On catching 
the scent of any stranger or on hearing 
the slightest suspicious sound, the dogs 
give the alarm by growling or barking. 
All dogs are trained to return quickly 
to their home base if their handler dis- 
appears or is disabled. 


SUPPLEMENT TO ATLANTIC 
COAST LIGHT LIST 
Is ISSUED 


A supplement to the Light List, Atlan- 
tic Coast, 1943, has just been issued and 
is now being distributed to mariners 
upon request. This supplement contains 
important changes of a permanent na- 
ture which have taken place since the 
issuance of the Light List. Similar 
material has been published in the past 
as a part of the weekly Notices to Mari- 
ners, but has been issued this time as a 
separate publication because of the bulk 
of the material. 

The supplement is printed on one side 
of the paper only. and in the exact form 
of the light list, so that individual items 
may be cut out and pasted into the list. 
A supplement to the Light List, Pacific 
Coast, was issued recently, and is avail- 
able to mariners. 


LEGION OF MERIT AWARDED 
TO JOHN C. CULLEN 


The Legion of Merit has been con- 
ferred on John C. Cullen, a boatswain’s 
mate in the Coast Guard, by Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox. Cullen 
sounded the alarm which led to the cap- 
ture of Nazi saboteurs who landed on 
the beach near Long Island, N. Y., on 
the night of 13 June 1942. 

The citation accompanying the award 
reads: 


For exceptionally meritoricus conduct in 
the performance of outstanding service to 
the Goverrment of the United States while on 
natrol at Lone Island, N. Y., on the night 
of 13 June 1942, When several Nazi sabo- 
teurs bearing boxes of TNT and otter destruc- 
tive apparatus landed on the beach at Ama- 
gansett, Cullen, unarmed and helpless avainst 
their menacing threats, c’everly alloved their 
suspicions and thwarted their subvers've in- 
tentions by prom»tly accepting a preffered 
bribe, then sounding an slarm that Ied to 
their eventual capture. Subsequently volun- 
teering as member of a searching party. he 
remained on the beach all night and, after ap- 
nrehension of the enemy agents. furnished 
vital and incriminating testimony before a 
special military commission conducting trial. 
Tlic keen presence of mird and discerning 
judgment in a grave emergency undoubtedly 
prevented the successful eu'mination of bos- 
tile intrigue designed to sabotage our ational 
war effort. 
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COAST GUARD ASSISTS IN 
RESCUE OPERATIONS 


Coast Guard units of the Fourth Na- 
val District played an important part 
ih the rescue operations following the 
derailment of the “Congressional Lim- 
ited,” of the Pennsylvania Railroad, at 
Philadelphia, Pa., on 6 September. 
When word of the wreck reached the 
Headquarters of the District Coast 
Guard Officer, Fourth Naval District, 
men and equipment were immediately 
rushed to the scene of the wreck and 
Coast Guardsmen were the first military 
personnel to arrive there. Personnel 
and equipment sent from the Coast 
Guard Barracks and the Port Richmond 
Patrol Base totalled 120 officers and men, 
5 transports, 2 station wagons, 3 jeeps, 
and a radio car. 


NEW YORK DISTRICT TRAINING 
ENLISTED MEN FOR DUTY 
AS WATCH OFFICERS 


Eighty enlisted men of the United 
States Coast Guard are now undergo- 
ing an intensive training course de- 
signed to qualify them for duty as watch 
officers aboard transports. The men, all 
with previous sea experience, have been 
selected by the District Coast Guard 
Officer of the Third Naval District from 
enlisted personnel attached to that Dis- 
trict and will be the only group given 
this training under existing plans. 

The course will be given at the Sea- 
men’s Church Institute located in New 
York City. Selected men will receive 
training in navigation and seamansbip, 
and special attention will be concen- 
trated on vessel loading and cargo han- 
dling. Men successfully completing the 
12-week course will be eligible for com- 
missions as ensigns as the need for ad- 
ditional officers warrants. When com- 
missioned, they will be assigned to duty 
aboard transports manned by Coast 
Guard personnel where they will serve 
as watch officers. 


SPAR OFFICERS TO RELIEVE 
MANY MEN ENGAGED IN 
PAY AND SUPPLY WORK 


Commissioned officers of the SPARS, 
the Coast Guard’s Women’s Reserve, 
will soon take over most of the pay and 
supply duties at Coast Guard shore sta- 
tions. The extent to which women pay 
and supply officers will replace men en- 
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gaged in these duties will be determined 
by the manpower needs of the Service. 

To carry out this program, a pay and 
supply school has been established ut 
the Women’s Reserve Training Station 
at Palm Beach, Fla. The new schvol 
is similar to that which was formerly 
operated for male personnel at Curtis 
Bay, Md. It opened on October 4, with 
25 enlisted women comprising the first 
class. 

The SPAR trainees were selected 
from enlisted personnel who had been 
in the Service at least 6 months. All 
have had at least one year of commer- 
cial experience in accountancy or office 
management. Upon comp'tetion of the 
4 months’ training course, whch covers 
pay, disbursing, allotment accounting, 
commuted rations, mess, procurement of 
supplies, procurement of transportation, 
clothing, and stores, the trainees will 
be commissioned as ensigns. 


150 MEN NOW UNDERGOING 
TRAINING IN HANDLING 
OF EXPLOSIVES 


For duty as supervisors in carrying 
out the Coast Guard’s function of con- 
trolling the anchorage and movement of 
vessels and the loading and unloading 
of explosives, inflammable material, and 
other dangerous cargoes, 150 enlisted 
men are now taking a special course of 
training. These men have been assem- 
bled at the Coast Guard training station 
at Fort McHenry, Baltimore, Md., and 
began their training on 11 October. 

The men comprising the group were 
selected from enlisted personne] who 
were nominated for this training by the 
District Coast Guard officers. Upon the 
successful completion of the 4 weeks’ 
course, the men will be eligible for com- 
missions as Ensigns in the Coast Guard. 
When commissioned, they will be as- 
signed to duty at important ports 
throughout the country as officers in 
charge of explosives floating details. 

The present class of 150 men will be 
the only group to receive this training 
as no provisions for future classes have 
been made. They are undergoing an 
intensive 4-weeks’ course, the first 2 
weeks of which were devoted tu ins‘ruc- 
tion on the Coast Guard’s ru'es and 1eg- 
ulations for the handling and loading of 
explosives on véssels. The remaining 


two weeks will be devoted to regular of- 
ficer indoctrination in which they will 
become acquainted with the customs and 
traditions of the Service and what is ex- 
pected of them as officers. 
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MERCHANT MARINE INSPECTION ACTIVITIES 


AMENDMENTS TO SUBCHAPTER O—REGULATIONS APPLICABLE TO 
CERTAIN VESSELS AND SHIPPING DURING EMERGENCY 


The Commandant, United States Coast Guard, has promulgated several amend- 
ments to Subchapter O during the period from 16 September to 15 October 1943. 
The amendments regarding first-aid kits, sea anchors, and lifeboat disengaging 
apparatus will be placed in effect on 1 January 1944. The amendment regarding 
masts and sails for life rafts, approved after 15 March 1943, is now in effect. 

Section 153.6 (e) is amended by the addition of a new paragraph reading as 
follows: 


§ 153.6 Additional equipment for lifeboats on self. -propelled ocean and coast- 
wise vessels. * 


(e) First-aid kit. * * * 


First-aid kits in all lifeboats constructed other January 1, 1944, shall contain 
the following items of equipment in lieu of those listed above, with appropriate 
instructions for the use of each: 


Units Items 

1 40-inch triangular bandage, 1 per package. 

2  1-inch waterproof adhesive compresses, 16 per package. 

Foille, two %-ounce tubes per package or boric acid ointment, 5 percent, 
two %5-ounce tubes per package. 

Tourniquet, forceps, scissors, 12 safety pins. 

Iodine applicator vials, 10 cc., 3 per package. 

Ammonia inhalants, 10 per package. 

Eye dressing packet with three -oz. tubes yellow mercuric oxide, opthal- 
mic ointment 1 percent. 

4-inch compress bandage, 1 per package. 

Two 2-inch x 6-yard gauze bandages (compressed ). 

Sulfanilamide crystals, 5 grams, 5 per package. 

Sulfadiazine, 48 one-gram tablets. 

100 tablets Aspirin, phenacetin and caffeine, 7% gr., 5 vials. 

135 tablets Benzedrine sulfate, 5 mgm., 3 vials. 

100 tablets Phenobarbital, 1% gr., 2 vials. 


Each package shall be inclosed in a jacket of tough, transparent material, 
properly sealed, which shall be watertight when submerged under one foot of 
water for two hours. Vials shall not be made of glass.

Section 153.7a (w) is amended to read as follows: 

(w) Mast and sail—A suitable mast and sail with proper gear. Sail shall 
be yellow or bright orange in color. (8 F. R. 13752, 7 October 1943.) 

Section 153.7a (cc) is amended to read as follows: 

(cc) Sea anchor.—One sea anchor as required for lifeboats by § 59.11 of 
this chapter. (8 F. R. 13025, 24 September 1943.) 

Part 153 is amended by the addition of a new § 153.15b reading as follows: 

§153.15b Lifeboat disengaging apparatus.—aAll lifeboats constructed after 
January 1, 1944, for use on ocean and coastwise vessels of over 3,000 gross tons 
shall be fitted with an approved disengaging apparatus so arranged as to make 
it possible for the lifeboats to be launched while such vessels are under way 
or stopped, and for both ends of the boat to be released simultaneously by one 
person. The gears shall be capable of being released from one position in the 
boat while the boat is fully loaded with allowed persons and equipment. Simul- 
taneous release shall be effected by partially rotating a shaft which shall be 
continuous and extend from point of contact with the hooks. The releasing 
gear shall be designed and installed so as to afford the least interference with 
stowage arrangements and the comfort of the occupants of the boat. (8 F. R. 
13305, 30 September 1943.) 

Note.—Approval of all lifeboat disengaging apparatus installed on ocean and 
coastwise vessels of over 3,600 gross tons which does not conform with the above 
features is withdrawn effective January 1, 1944. This withdrawal of approval 
shall not affect existing installations or replacements. (8 F. R. 13305, 30 Septem- 
ber 1943.)
